Reasons for Allowance 


The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in this 
application have been allowed because the prior art does not disclose a combination water bottle 
feeder and support having the various features recited in the claim. Specifically, while elevated 
supports for bottles and troughs were found in the prior art, none have a bottle with a cap, ball 
valve, and angled dispensing tube combined with a free-standing frame for supporting the bottle 
in the form of two substantially parallel, spaced apart, vertical left and right members of wire 
construction, at least four horizontally oriented members spaced apart transversely of the left and 
right members, and clip means for selectively attaching the bottle in a vertical orientation at any 
one of several specific heights.
